Purely Homeeopathic since 1875; situated on Blackwell’s Island in East River. (See Transactions of the Eighth Quinquennial 
International Homeeopathic Congress, London, rg11, a copy of which is in the British Museum Library, q.v.). It then had 1,374 a 
beds. The municipal authorities of New York have adopted plans for annual additions to this-Hospital, ranging from 1911 to 1915, 
which will add 1,153 more beds at a cost of $2,374,000, bringing the total beds in 1915 to 2,890 beds, in addition to which there 
are further contemplated plans which call for about 2,000 more beds, totalling 4,890 beds. 


All buildings are of gray granite with steel beams and concrete floors and roofs, and every modern improvement. 


This view does not give adequate impression of the group of buildings, without careful reference to above statistics and figures, 
which “ prove ” the confidence of New York in Homoeopathy.

Westboro’ (Mass.), Middletown (N.Y.), Watertown (Ill.), and Patton, have an average recovery rate of 43.31 
per cent. as against fifteen Allopathic Insane Hospitals (eleven in New York State and four in California) with a rate of 28.80 
per cent.

About 160 beds. Cost about ¿20,000 (showing economy of construction per bed capacity). Highest class fireproof brick and 
ferro-concrete (earthquake only damaged very SLIGHTLY). Has incline planes (rubbered), besides usual lifts, to wheel patients 
easily from one floor to another, or for emergency exit. Has Solarium garden under roof for convalescents. For paying parti- 
ally paying and free patients, and is one (one of five) clinical adjuncts to the Hahnemann Medical College of the Pacific.

Memorial Hahnemann Hospital, Chicago, Illinois. 


Being built on a whole block of land donated by one lady. 

The old Hahnemann Hospital (170 beds) was not large enough. This new hospital is being constructed for 260 beds, with 
arrangements for eighty-five further beds in the nurses’ wing. The Maternity department has 1,200 cubic feet air space per bed. 
An Assembly Hall, with 300 seats, for lectures. Swimming tank. Solariums, Fire-proofed. Cost $900,000 to $1,000,000, 
Nurses, 150. Staff, 80. Death rate Hahnemann Hospital, 1908-1912 inclusive, 5.02 per cent.
